Hon. C. S. Hyman’s Place May

Toronto, Ont., July 2—That On- 
fario stands to lose a portfolio in the 
coming arrangement at Ottawa is ih- 
cluded in the statement made here 
by W. 8S. Calvert, M. P., of Strath- 
roy, chief Liberal whip in the House 
of Commons, 

From this statement it would seem 
that the cabinet vacancy, caused by 
the resignation of Hen, C. 8. Hyman, 
will not be filled by the appointment 
of an Ontarian, It will be given to 
a Westerner, possibly to a man from 
one oi the new provinces, perhaps 
from Manitoba. 

What Mr. Calvert said was, in the 
first place, that though there had 
been talk of a number of men, noth- 
ing wouwld be done until the return 
of Sir Wilfrid, 

Mr. Calvert then suggested that a 
Westerner might be appointed. ”1 
think,” he said, “that the West de- 
serves some consideration, That 
would be my opinion. Ontario would 
still have Mr. Patterson.” 

The whip did not enlarge upon the 
Ontario cabinet reserves. Mr. Cal 
vert repeated his statement, made 
some weeks ago, that there would be 
no election this fall, and added that 
there might not be any next year. 
Discussing the succession to the rail- 
ways portfolio he said that the ques- 
tion of a successor to Mr, Emmerson 
had not been decided,

JAPAN'S WRATH 
AT FEVER HEAT 


San Francisco Raid On Japs 
Commented On an Impor- 
tant Newspapers 


Tokio, July 2.—The Nichi Nichi, in 
an editorial, regrets the necessity of 
being compelled to write again on the 
American question in defense of the 
rights of Japanese compatriota in 
San Francisco. ‘Developments in 
the anti-Japanese sentiments,” says 
the Nichi Nichi, “show signs of pro- 
gressive and systemntic movements 
aiming at the deprivation of the 
sources of livieihood of our compa- 
triots, The last clause of article two 
oi the treaty can be properly called | 
into operation only after a law has 
been passed, but no legal steps have | 
been taken by the Federal Govern: | 
ment disabling the Japanese from 
engaging in the employment-agency | 
business. The action of San Fran- | 
cisco authorities unbearable, 
Neither the Washington nor the To- 
kio governments can remain inactive 
in view of the latest action of the 
San Francisco authorities against the | 
Japanese. The time has come when 
the traditional friendship between 
both nations shall be demonstrated 
in some concerted form.” 

The Nichi Nichi is owned by Kato, 
Viscount Hayashi’s predecessor ia 
the foreign office. He is a tried dip- 
lomat of more than ordinary calibre 
and one of the trusted lieutenants of 
Marquis Ito. Diplomatic questions 
that find expression in the Nichi 
Nichi form one of the most important 
meters of Japanese sentiment.

THE MOYER-HAYWOOD CASE 


The Colorado Labor War—By C. P. Connolly in Collier's 
Weekly. 


Between the unwise, or worse, lead- 
ership of the Western Federation of 
Miners, the crimes of the political 
bosses of Colorado, and the decisions 
of its highest courts, which have, in- 
tentionally or othetwise, hit labor as 
with a bludgeon, the decent, law. 
abiding miners of that state have suf- 
fered enough to pluck commiseration 
from a stony heart. A review of these 
conditions may help the reading pub- 
lic to better understand the testimony 
being given at Boise. 

Cripple Creek lies south of Denver. 


It is about five hours’ ride by 
rail from the capital, though 
the distance is not much than 
a hundred miles. The dis- 


trict compries the towns of Cripple 
Creek, Victor, Goldfield, Independ- 
ence, Anaconda and = Altman—the 
last-named town, 11,000 feet above 
the sea-level, is said to be the high- 
est ineorporated town in the United 
States. The population of the district 
is about 30,000. Th payroll in 1903 
was $500,000 a month. The mineral 
production of the region to date 
might be roughty estimated as be- 
tween two hundred and three hun- 
dred millions of dollars. The first 
rush to Colorado for gold) was to 
Pike's Peak, twelve miles distant, in 
an air line, from Cripple Creek. The 
discoveries were of gold in placer 
beds, Over 30 years luter the Crip: 
ple Creek veins were discovered. 
They were probably the sources of 
some of the placer beds. 

Any one who today visits the Crip- 
ple Creek district will, on every side, 
be told that, as a class the men who 
toiled underground in that region be 
fore the strike in 19034 were geod 
miners and good citizens. It is not 
necessarily a contradiction of the 
statement to recall that in September 
of 1900, President Roosevelt, while 
Governor oi New York and a candi- 
date for the Viee Presidency, was vi- 
ciously assaulted after an  unsue- 
cessful attempt to hold a_ political 
meeting in Victor. 

He was struck in the breast with 
a rock and barely coeaped a deadly 
blow aimed at his head with a piece 
of seantling in the hands of one of 
the rioters. This attempted political 
meeting took place in the hall that 
became the “Bull Pen” aiter the 
blowing up of the Independence de- 
pot on the morning of June 6th, 1904, 
and during the deportations from 
Cripple Creek. Independence and 
Altman, whici were close by Victor, 
were the hotbed of the worst elements 
in the Cripple Creek district. On a 
subsequent visit of President Roose- 
velt Victor redeemed itself by a loy- 
al reception to him. 

A large percentage of the Cripple 
Creek miners were native-born Amer- 
icans. ‘Telluride, which also had 
strike difficulties and deportations 
during the same period, was a long 
way farther south. The miners there 
mt the time were mostly toreign- 
born, They were made up in large 
part. of Htalians, whose southern 
blood was easily excited, and who 
were easily led. But Cripple Creek 
was the seat of the greatest of Col- 
orado’s industrial wars, and into its 
history is crowded an epitome of all 
the wrongs and all the bitterness that 
have made Colorado famous as much 
for its labor troubles as for its min- 
eral production, its scenery and its 
climate. 

A Colorado Coeur d'Alene. 

In the Cripple Creek district I 
found that in the heydey of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners something 
of the sume conditions prevailed as 
in the Coeur d’Alenes from 1892 to 
1899. Long prior to 1908-4, while the 
Western Federation controlled the 
civic and political life of the region, 
high-handed methods obtained. In- 
stances are not wanting in which 
non-union men were pulled off the 
cages as they were about to descend 
into the mines, Men who did not 
agree with the arbitrary policy of the 
union leaders, —_self-constituted — or 
regular, and who dared to speak 
their minds even mildly, were run 
out of the camp. One man was on 
his way to work one night when he 
was met on the north side of Battle 
Mountain and so brutally beaten that 
he never resembled his former phy- 
sical self again. He knew who were 
the parties that assaulted him— 
uvion aen—but he was, advised by 
the authorities that it was useless to 
attempt to prosecute, If the  cul- 
prits did not prove an alabi, a jury 
would fail to convict, either (through 
fear or favor. Others were mangled 
and beaten because they refused to 
join the union. Jerry Kountz had 
been repeatedly requested to join. 
He put dt off, giving unsatisiactory 


excuses. Several men went to his 
room one night and beat him up 
frightfully. He left the district as 


soon as he was able. Martin Glea- 
son, a prominent citizen of Victor, 
manager for four mining companies 
controled by the Woods Investment 
Company, lived with his family in 
Victor, On account of the distance 
from the Wild Horse mine. where he 
had his office, to his home in Vic- 
tor, he was in the habit of taking 
his noonday lunch at a restaurant 
in Altnan. A man named Hart, 
who had a large family in destitute 
circumstances, had applied to Glea- 
son for work, Gleason put him to 
work, though Hart had no union 
card, The officer of the union com- 
plained, «Gleason explained that as 
soon as Hart réceived his first wages 
he would take out a union card. This 
did not suit the uzion officer, who 
told Gleason that if he, Gleason, did 
not let Hart out the union would, 
Gleason threatened trouble if the 
union officials pulled Hart off the 
cage. One word led to another, and 
that other led to blows, in which the 
union officer was badly worsted. Less 
than a month later, and within a 
week after warning of impending 
trouble received by Gleason from a 
detective agency, on a cold, blustery 
day—the day aiter Christiias of 1901 
~he was lured into an abandoned 
shaft-house on the Kalamazoo prop- 
erty, on his way from lunch, at about 
a quarter to one o'clock in the after- 


noon, We was struck on the head 
with a heavy iron dump hook, and, 
while evidently struggling on his 
knees, was shot through the top of 
the head, the bullet ranging down 
through his body. Blood from his 
finger tracks marked the inside of 
the door of another entrance to the 
shaft-housé, where in the struggle 
Gleason had tried to get out. ja 
body was found in the sump of the 
shaft, five hundred feet below the 
surface, the next morning. 

Unionism Runs Wild in Cripple 

Creen. 

His watch had stopped at 12.45. 
Pools of blood were found on the floor 
of the shaft+house, showing that 
Gleason was slaughtered like an ox 
before being thrown down the shaft. 
Between his firmly set teeth, when 
his body was found, was the stub of 
a cigar which Gleason was, smok 
ing when lured into the old shaft- 
house. There never was any prose- 
cution for this erime. Gleason's em: 
ployers offered large rewards for the 
apprehension of the perpetrators of 
the crime, and for the offering of 
this reward their lives were threat- 
ened by letter. 

In Cripple Creek, in fact, union- 
ism, and particularly the form of it 
so obnoxiously represented by an 
eloment in) the Western Federation 
in certain parts of Colorado and 
Idaho, was the vogue. Notices were 
posted, now and again, in conspie- 
uous places, giving a certain limited 


time for non-union miners to join 
the union, or suffer the  conse- 
quences—and every one in the dis 


trict knew the meaning of that sig- 
nificant phrase. Even if you were 
not u miner, you had to fall it line 
with the loudly proclaimed policy of 
the union leaders. Men who were 
too independent or too — indiscreet 
found it to their interest hurriedly 
to pack their belongings and leave 
for other fields. An undesirable ele- 
ment floated into the district, and, 


drifting with the current, went to 
work in the mines long enough to 
procure a card in the union, and 


then quit the occupation of miner for 
that of saloonkeeper or some kindred 
business, These characters were tlie 
loudest voiced in’ proclaiming prin 
ciples which they were ready to de- 
nounce the moment the tide turned. 
The desperate and the criminal all 
joined in the union chorus. Men who 
were forced by threats to join the 
union deserted the ranks 
the union most needed 
support. This foolhardy 
seems to have followed 
upon the heels of the 

Federation in Idaho and Colorado. 
It was the history of that organiza 
tion in the Coeur d’Alenes, in Lead-

ville, in Cripple Creek, in Idaho 
Springs, and in Telluride And 
whatever good union men may be- 


lieve, these conditions are not exag- | 


gerated, though they were more pro- 
nounced in some regions than in oth- 


ers. "The man, who, under these con 
ditions, worked in the mines, soon 
found himself in pretty bad com 


pany—all because local labor leatlers 
were more interested in representing 
a fighting force that would carry mat- 
ters with a high hand—‘strike ter- 
ror to the heart of capitalism,” as 
Mr. Haywood put it—than because 
they were interested in promoting by 
just and fair means the real interests 
oi labor. Such methods can never 
win permanently, and as long as the 
law-abiding members of the union 
permit them to go on, they will sui- 
fer, in time, in common with the 
criminal element. That was the lesson 
of Crippie Creek and Leadville, Tel- 
luride and Idaho Springs. Anyone 
who looks into the eyes of Martin 
Gleason’s widow and sees the tragedy 
of her husband’s death still reflected 
there—a sad, lonely little woman 
who never harmed a creature—will 
register a vow that unionism of that 
stripe will never find root in Amer- 
ican svil if he can help prevent it. 
It has been charged, time and 
again, by friends and officials of the 
Western Federation, that the failure 
to pass an eight-hour law in Colo- 
rado was the cause of the great labor 
troubles in that state. This charge 
is in part false, and in part true, So 
far as it pertains to the Crippie 
Creek strike, except indirectly, it is 
without foundation. The 3,600 mi- 
ners who were called out in Cripple 
Creek in 1903 were contented and 
satistied, They had what comforts 
the mine owners could give them. 
Electnic lines ran along the moun- 
tain sides all through the district, 
carrying the men to and from the 
mines. The climate was matehless; 
the mines were dry; the miners had 
had the eight-hour day since 1894; 


the minimum wage was $3 a day, 
the average. $4. There were good 
schools, aud in Cripple Creek and 


Victor many of the advantages of ur- 
ban life. ‘there were no better min- 
ing towns in the West than Cripple 
Creek and Victor. ‘The mine-own- 
ers of the district were, as a rule, 
on good terms with their men. There 
Were “no grievances on ¢ither side. 
Over “these prosperous . conditions 
there came a cloud—dor which neith- 
er the mine-owners themselves nor 
the great body of the miners were re- 


sponsible—tirst small as a man’s 
hand, and then growing steadily 
larger, until the storm burst Wity 


a duty which has rarely been equal- 
ed iu any American community, 
That storm beat alike upon the just 
and the unjust. Thuggery, under 
the guise and protection of law- 
open, brutal, wholesale—swept over 
those contented Ifttle communities, 
in retaliation for acts, past and pres- 
ent, of lawless union men, 
The Coming of the “Terror.” 

Every revenge, great or small, 
public or private, nursed through 
the years, was let joose, while rict 
waves surged over the district, re- 
ceding with greater or less miomen- 
tum, as the happenings of the hour 
gave them head. It was the Rus- 
sian presecution of the Jews over 
again on a small seale; soldiers en- 
tered houses and prodded the bed-

ding with bayonets for citizens hid- 
ing from a maddened populace, men 
were marched to bull pens in hun- 
dreds, sometimes their arms raised 
high above their heads, fearful ot 
disobedience of the orders of caval- 
ry’ and militia; Gatling guns swept 
the streets of Cripple Creek; wom- 
en and children were terrorized, and 
men, innocent of any graver crime 
than being members or fric is of a 
union against which the vengeance 
ef the populace blazed, were com- 
pelled to abandon the homes which 
they owned, to leave behind wile 
and children, and never show face 
again in those mountains. Lists of 
the proscribed were prepared and 
published—differing only from the 
tallies of the French Revolution in 
that the punishment was banish. 
ment instead of the guillotine. In- 
fuential friends were sometimes 
successful in begging a few days’ re- 
spite for an unfortunate here and 
there who wanted one day or two or 
three to close up Iris affairs, Soime- 
times the soldiers or the citizens 
searched the restaurants and places 
of amusement with their lists, check- 
ing off the names as the victims were 
lined up for expatriation. In one 
instance a prominent lawyer wae 
seized while eating with his wife in 
a restaurant. There was no respect 
for persons, for calling, or for title 
—under the ban went the clergy, the 
lawyer, the doctor, the offiee-holder. 
Masois, Elks and Odd Fellows were 
velected by their brother fraternals, 
und ordered out of the district. Six 
hundged of the good and bad joined 
in th¥\inveluntary hegira. While it 
lasted res were wrecked and loot: 
ed and punishment of the trans- 
greasions the few was visited upon 
all alike. here is no more tragic 
page, nor lilly to be, in the history 
of Colorado. 


There had ven several attempts 
to secure the )assage of an eight- 
hour law in Colorado. Generally 
speaking, the eight-hour day was, 


and had been for some time, in op- 
eration in the mines throughout the 
state. But the mill and smelter men 
usually worked from ten to twelve 
hours, and were, for such labor, not 
any too well paid. 

Tn 1899 the Legis\ature of Colorado 
‘in response to a rapidly growing 
sentiment, passed an cight-hour law, 
ifecting mine, mill and smelter 
workers, Notwithstanding the Su 
preme Court of Utah had upheld an 
identicAly similar act in that state, 
and tha? the Supreme Court of the 
United States had affirmed the Utah 
decision, the Supreme Court of Col- 
orado declared the act unconstitution- 
al and lectured the Legislature fot 
its temerity in passing it in view of 
the fact that court had advised the 


Legislature some years before that 
such a proposed act would be con- 
sidered unconstitutional, The Colo- 


rado Supreme Court went upon the 
theory that a rather doubtful provi 
sion of the Utah constitution permit 
ted such legislation; but both the 
Supreme Court of Utah and the Su- 
preme Court of the United States 
based their decisions on the broad 
principle of the police power of the 


state—in other words, the right of 
the Legislature, within — certain 
bounds, to deelare what is an un- 


healthful occupation, and to regulate 
the hours of employment therein. The 
Supreme Courts of Nevada and Mis- 
souri have since upheld such legisla 
tion without express constitutional 
provision, the Missouri court express 
ly dissenting from the logic of the 
Colorado court. Other states, east 
and west, have indirectly condemn. 
ed the decision of the Colorado court. 


After this decision of the Colorado 
Sapreme Court, the friends of the 
proposed legislation procured a con- 
stitutiqnal amendment to be adopted 
by the people of Colorado. This was 
carried by a majority of 46,714. The 
vote on the constitutional amend. 
ment was only a little larger than 
half the number of votes cast for 
Governor; but all political parties 
had by resolution declared for it, and 
the majority for it was so decisive, 
notwithstanding the failure of many 
electors to express any prefernece, 
that there could be no doubt of the 
overwhelming sentiment of the state, 
At the next meeting of the Legisla- 
ture a bill was introduced in con- 
formity with the mandate . of | the 
voters of the state, though Governor 
Peabody utterly ignored the subject 
in his message to the Legislature. 
The corporations fought this bill bit- 
terly by means of a strong lobby, 
an? it was defeated, 

Fighting the 8-hour Law in Colorado. 

There is no doubt that the promo- 
ters of the eight-hour legislation just- 
ly felt that there had been jockey- 
ing ef the worst kind with the ex- 
pressed wishes of the voters, and 
that the corporations would continue 
to successfully oppose such legisla- 
tion, notwithstanding the adoption 
of the constitutional amendment. 
They felt that in their efforts of 
rene in trying to ascertain and fol- 
ow the mandates of the courts 
prior to the adoption of the 
constitution amendment, and in 
their ‘egislative campaign subse- 
quently, they had been foiled and 
forestalled by a well-organized con- 
spiracy of finesse and delay which 
took no note of the public will. This 
feeling increased ,radually in bitter- 
ness, throughout the ranks of labor 
particularly, and caused some violent 
and pointed utterances on the part of 
the labor leaders. Answering the ar- 
guments of the corporations against 
an eight-hour law, these leaders de- 
clared that if these corporations had 
not watered their stock so recklessly, 
and were not so prone to curtail ex- 
yenses and to increase dividends by 
some down wages, their argu 
ments might have more weight. 
Beginning of Strike in Colorado City. 

They called attention to the fact 
that the Smelter Trust, the home ef

refused, on the pretext that ‘the 
leaders” could not agree on the terms 
of such a bill. Governor Peabody 
thus announced the doctrine, so 
well known, though rarely so frank- 
ly avowed, that the corrupt political 
leaders of Colorado, as of other states, 
hold a veto power over the verdict 
of the polls. 

It was while the Legislature of 
1902-3 was jockeying over the pas- 
sage of an eight-hour law, and after 
such a law had been gagged in one 
branch of the Legislature, that the 
leaders of the Western Federation 
oi Miners called a strike at Colo- 
rado City i the chlorination and re- 
duction mills there. Colorado City 
is practically a suburb of the fine 
residential city of Colorado Springs, 
in which latter city a great many of 
the wealthy mine-owners and mine 
steckholders reside. It is half-way 
by the railroad route, between Den- 
ver and Cripple Creek, and is twen- 
ty minutes’ ride by electric cars, 
from Manitou, at the base of Pike's 
Peak.

The opponents of the 
Federation reasoned that one purpose 
for declaring the strikes was that the 
Federation officials sought to foree 
unwilling workers into the union. Mr. 
Moyer's jollowers were a small mi 
nority of the workers in the Colorado 
City mills, a fact that lends cred- 
ance to the theory that the object of 
the strike was to unionize the mill 
workers, A year before this time the 
Western Federation of Miners had a 
few ubers among the employees 
of the smelters and reduction plants 
in Colorado, though a large propor: 
tion of the miners belonged to the 
Federation. Through the employ- 
ment of detectives, who gained access 
to its ranks and reported the names 
of those joining (who were then dis- 
charged), one Federation union had 
broken up at Colorado City, During 
the strike which followed it was dis 
covered, according to the statements 
of Federation officials, that the see 
retary of the then union, one A. K 
Crane, was a detective in the employ 
of Manager MacNeill of the United 
States Reduction and Refining Com 
pany.

Tt may be conceded 
that thio is not a fair day's wage for 
men who work in mills and smelters 
im the West, Living is high, and 
the work, especially in the smelters, 
is slavish and the jong hotrs danger 
ous to the health of the operatives. 
The mills run night and day, Sun- 
days included. The smelter men at 
Butte, Montana, were at this time 
receiving $3 per day of eight hours. 

Why Governor Peabody Called Out 

the Militia. 

At the inception of the strike Gov- 
ernor Peabody had called out the mic 
litia, latgely, We stated, as a precau 
tionary meusure. He was censured 
by many for what was considered 
hasty action. It was claimed that 
there had been nothing more serious 
in Colorado City than a few street 
brawls. The newspapers at the time 
contained accounts of eight different 
assaults, but it was claimed that 
these were magnified. There is no 
doubt there was some slight violenec, 
and that Governor Peabody lad in- 
formation—-probably through deteet- 
ive sources—of aileged threats of 
greater violence The men employ 
ed in the milla were said by Gover 
nor Peabody himeelf to be industri- 
ous and law-abiding; many of them 
owned their own homes and were 
men of family, having lived in the 
country for periods ranging from one 
to fifteen years 

The strike, which resulted later in 
calling out the miners at Cripple 
Creek, 45 miles away, in sympathy 
with the mill men, was finally get 
tled on Mareh 31, 1903, and was cel 
brated in Cripple Cress by the ring 
ing of bells, the blowing of min 
whistles, and by the music of brass 
bands, which. paraded the streets 
The terms of settlement at Colorado 


City were that eight hours should 
constitute ao day's work in and 
around the mills; that there should 
ne mo dise rimination between union 
and nonunion men; and that. the 
strikers should, within a given time, 
be reinstated. These terms had been 
agreed to by the other mill-owners 
before the Cripple Creek miners had 


been called out; but Manager Mac 
Neill of the United Stat Reduction 
and Retining Company had refused 
to agree to all the terms, basing hi 
objection upon the fact that — there 
were certain Western Federation men 
whom he would not re-employ unde! 
any circumstance This diflieulty 
was finally obviated through the good 
ollices of the Cripple Creek mine 
owners and Governor Peabody and 
his commission. 

Less than three months later Pres 
ident Moyer of the Western Federa 
tion reopened the whole diseussion 
by makiwg the claim that Manager 
MacNeili had not in good faith lived 
up to his agreement. He insisted 
that some of his men had not been 
Hiven their former places. Governor 
Peabody's commission, which seems 
to have been fair, deé¢ided against 
President Moyer and looked upon his 
contention as trivial in view of the 
distvessing consequences of a resump 
tion of the strike. 

The Federation ‘Kicks Over"’, 

Notwithstanding, President Moyer 
again called a stvike on the mills of 
Manager MacNeill It was eclaimed 
by disinterested parties that the of 
ficials of the Federation were dis 
sittistied with the original settlement 
and used a pretext to “kick over’ the 


whole arrangement Their plans at 
the time contemplated universal 
strike conditions’ in Colorado Phe 


original settlement secmns lo have 
been perlectly satisfactery to — the 
mill men themselves, a great major- 
ity of whom bitterly resented the 
subsequent interference of the West 
ern Federhtion leader: In order to 
make this strike effective the miners 
in all the mines in the Cripple Creek 
distriet which were shipping ores to 
the United States Reduction and Re 
fining Company mills were called out 
Ninety per cent. of the Cripple Creek 
miners were opposed to the strike, A 
committee was selected by them to 
confer with a like committee at 
Colorado City, with power to act; 
but the miners had no idea that they 
would be again ealled out. When its 
committee was selected it was discov 
ered that they were all men close to 
the head officials of the Western Fed 
erntion, Some of the miners thought 
they had been tricked. 

The strike at Cripple Creek was de- 
clared August 10, 1908. Many of the 
mine-owners had contracts which 
compelled them to saip their ores t 
the plants of the United States Re 
duction and Refining Company, and 
they had no option left but to ship 
their ores to this concern A shut 
down for any great length of time 
meant for some of them financial 
embarrassment of the kind that 
threatened ultimately the loss ef the 
properties 

Non-Union Miners Arrive. 

On August 18th the El Paso mine 
resumed operations, mostly with non 
union men, The mine was guarded 
by armed men, and a barricade in 
the shape of a fence ten feet high 
was built around the shaft-house 
No attelupt was made at the time 
to man the other mines of the dis. 
trict. On the night of August 29th 
the sbhaft-house of the Sunset-Helipse 
mine was destroyed by fire. Believed 
at the time to have been of incen- 
diary origin, the erime was charged 
to mémbers of the Western Federa 
tion. On Beptember 2nd Ed. Min. 
stor, a& prominent union man, who, 
before that time and since, has fig- 
ured in many questionable doings, 
Was arrested charged with assault, 
Mjnster was ieleased by Sheviff 
Henry M. Robertson (the sheriff and 
most of the other county — officers 
were members of the union) while an 
information was being prepared 
against him by the District Attorney, 
Sheriff Robertson, with amazing 
sang-froid, insisted that the lawyers 
were too slow in drawing the papers 

His under-sheriff was more truth 
ful, but just-as loyal. “We can’t af- 
ford to antagonize o whole raft of 
people,” he said. Johu T, Hawkins 
a justice of the peace at Anaconda, 
a small man with ose useless arm, 


was assaulted from behind on the 
main street of Altman in middoy 
and beaten. He had discharged o 
guard at the Bl Paso mine who was 
accused by union men of carrying 4 
concealed weapon. The justice did 
not think the weapon was coneealed. 
On the night of the same day that 
Hawkins was assaulted, Thomas M. 
Stewart, 50 years old, an inoffensive
